The firſt material Paper is Entituled, The firſt Propoſitions of France, 
ſign'd by Monſieur de Torey, April 22 1711. N. S. and is here annex'd, 
No. ( 1.) To whom theſe Propoſitions were directed, what previous 
Steps had been made on the part of France, or what Encouagement had 
been given on the part of England, does not appear; but it is evident 

\ that they are conceiv'd in very looſe and general Terms; that from 
the beginning the Deſign of France, was to ſecure Spain and the Weſt- 
Indies to King Philip; to create Jealouſies among the Allies, and 
that France offer'd to treat with England and Holland either by them- 
ſelves, or jointly with the Reſt of the Allies, which is left to the 
Choice of England. /// AD... 

On the 27th of April, 1711.0. S. Mr. Secretary St. John tranſmits 
theſe Propoſitions to Lord Raby, the Queen's Ambaſſador at the Hague, 
with Orders to Communicate them to the Penſionary, To aflyre 
that Miniſter the Queen was reſolved in making Peace, as in making 
War, to Act in perfect Concert with the States, and deſires the

with Her Majeſty; -they urge the Neceſſity of an entire Confidence 
one with the other, at this Critical Juncture; they declare them- 
« ſelves weary of the War, which they endeavour to conceal from the 
Enemy, leaſt he ſhould make his Advantage by it; and that they 
gare ready to join in any Meaſures, which her Majeſty ſhall think pro- 
© per, to obtain a good Peace. But they look upon theſe Propoſitions 
© as yet, in the ſame manner as the Secretary does, to be very dark and 
© general, and deſign'd to create Jealouſies between her Majeſty, that 
© Republick, and the Allies; but they depend upon her Majeſty's Ju- 
ſtice and Prudence, to prevent any ſuch ill Effect, and hope ſhe will 
© make the French explain, more particularly, the ſeveral Points con-

After theſe mutual Aſſurances had paſſed betwixt Englandand Holland 
the Committee is ſurpriz'd to find not the leaſt Communication to the 
States of the Negotiations that were carrying on, for above five Months 
together, betwixt England and France, *till after the ſpecial Prelimina- 
ries were ſign'd, and the ſeven general Preliminaries were concluded 
and ſent to them. ELL HEY . i 
In the mean time Lord Raby, not being as yet let into the Secret, free - 
ly declares, He thought it adviſable, and neceſſary, to go open with 
© the States in this Matter of the Propoſitions; acquaints the Secretary 
© that all the Letters from France agreed, that all the Hopes the French 
© had was to ſow Jealouſies among the Allies. And repeats his Advice, 
That we muſt act cautiouſly with them (the States) that they may 
have no reaſon to accuſe us, for taking the leaſt Meaſures without them. 
But it was not long before Mr. Secretary St. John prepared his Ex- 
cellency to have other Sentiments of the manner of carrying on this Ne- 
gotiation, and in his Letter of the 2gth of May acquaints him with the 
agreeable News, © That it was her Majeſty's. Pleaſure, that his Excellen- 
cy ſhould make all poſſible haſte to come over, ſince her Service may 
© better diſpenſe with his Abſence at this Point of time than it will per- 
© haps do at another, and fince we muſt now expect to have very ſoon up- 
gon the Tapis, many. Intrigues, concerning which the Queen thinks it 
* expedient that he ſhould confer with the Miniſters here; acquaints 
him, that her Majeſty deſign'd, upon his arrival, to give him the Pro- 
© motion in the Peerage, which he had deſired. And then, that his Ex- 
cellency might-begin to have ſome Notions agrecable to the Senſe of 
our Miniſters, Mr. St, John in anſwer to ſome very long Letters of his 
Lordſhip's full of his own. Reaſonings, and the repeated Aſſurances of. 
the Miniſters of the States to act in perfect Concert and with an entire 
Confidence in her Majeſty, tells him in theſe Words, That Britain had

gone ſo much too far in weaving her Intereſt into that of the Continent, 
that it would prove no eaſie Task to diſentangle our Affairs without

But this work of Tearing and Rending did not at all diſcourage his 
Excellency, who waited then for ſeveral Poſts from England, ſtop'd by 
contrary Winds, and beginning to ſuſpect that the courſe of the Nego- 
tiation was turn'd into another Channel, that the Miniſtry here might 
be ſatisfyd that his Lordſhip could without much difficulty depart from 
his own Opinion, he declares in his Letter of Juue the 16th, 1711. N. S. 
to Mr. St. John; Lou may be aſſured, I will venture any thing and un- 
© dertake any thing to ſerve the Queen; you may venture boldly to truſt 
< me with the real Intentions, and be aſſur d, I will not make further 
© uſe of them, than according to my Inſtructions. He tells him, if the 
© thing is actually gone no further than it appears, and France has not 


yet explaimd, and he has a mind, that he ſhould come over for the 


Queen's Service, he is ready to come in a Latcht, Frigat, Packet- 
Boat, or any way ; and concludes in ſhort, Diſpoſe of me how you 


© pleafe, forall my deſire is to ſerve her Majeſty to her Satisfaction, and

This voluntary and frank Declaration his Excellency deſires in a par- 
ticular manner, may with his humble Compliments be communicated 
to the Duke of Shrewsbury and Mr, Harly, 5 
It has been already obſer vd, that all Correſpondence betwixt England 
and Holland, concerning the preſent; Treaty, ended with the Communi- 
cation of the firſt Propoſitions of France; if the Dutch had made any 
Attempt to wreſt the Negotiation out of the Hands of the Queen, if they 
had enter'd into any ſeparate Meaſures, or taken any Steps that might 
give juſt Occaſion of Offence or Suſpicion to England, tis very probable | 
the Accounts of any ſuch Proceedings would have been left by the Min- 
ſtry, for their own Juſtification ; but the Committee do not find the 
leaſt intimation ofthis kind, and areat a loſs to know upon what Pre- 
tence ſuch ſolemn Afurances were diſpensd with as ſoon as made, and 
the Honour and Name of the Queen ſacrificed to the private views of 
her Miniſters.

Izhbeſe two Papers together muſt be underſtood, to be Mr. Prior's 
Powers and . Inſtructions, or are at leaſt all that are found in the Office 
or given in by him; but byan Entry in Lord Str afford's Book ſubjoin'd to 
theſe private Propoſitions carry'd over by Mr. Prior, it appears that 

Mr, Prior had Orders to ſee if France had full Powers from Spain. 

Theſe Propoſitions, which were form'd here, leave no room to doubt 
of the little Concern the Miniſtty had to make good the repeated Aſ- 
ſurances, that had been given to the Allies, in the Queen's Name, to 
make the Frexch more pla in and particular, ſince in all things that con- 
cern the Allies the Exgliſh Propaſals are as dark and general, as thoſe 
that came from France; and if this ſtill could be any Queſtion, it is ſuf- 
fciently clear'd up in a third Paper, entituled, Draught of Anſwers up- 
on the Conference Hy HO Meſuager, wherein the Britiſh Miniſtry 
is much ſurpriæd to find, That Monſieur Meſzager had Orders to inſiſt 


that the Queen ſhould enter into 2 Engagements upon divers 


Articles which depend not upon Her, and which regard the Intereſt 
of the Allies; they appeal to all the Papers which had been ſent back- 
ward and forward during this Negotiation, and to that which was 
« carry'd by Mr. Prior, that the Principal upon which they had treated 
© all along was, that France ſhould conſent to adjuſt the Intereſt of Great 
© Britain in the firſt Place. This is a Principle from which the Queen 
can never depart, and that it was abſolutely neceflary to remit the

By Monſieur Torcy's Propoſals, France offer'd. to treat with England 
and Holland, either by themſelves, or jointly with the reſt of the Allies, 
not conceiving that Hollaud could poſſibly be exculded from the Negotia- 
tion; but it is determin'd by the Exgliſp Miniſtry to carry ona ſeperate 
Negotiation with France, excluſive of the Allies, and in their private 
Propoſitions, an Expreſs Article is inſerted, © That the Secret ſhould 
* be inviolably kept, till allowed to be divulg'd by the Conſent of both 
Parties; and thereby Exgland put the Negotiation into a Method. 
more Advantagious, for France, than France, had propoſed. or could 
t Dope for.

The Committee think it proper to inſert here the firſt Part of the 
Eighth Article ofthe Grand Alliance, wherein it is ſtipulated, Neutri 
partinm fas fit, Bello ſemel ſuſcepto, de Pace cum Hoſte tractare, niſi 
conjuntim, & communicatis Confilis altera Parte, What will be 
thought of ſo manifeſt a Violation, as this whole Proceeding appears 
to be, ofthe Grand Alliance, the Committee will not take upon them 
to determine; but this Step being oncetaken, and Secret Preliminaries 
fign'd upon this Foot between England and France, before any thing had 
been finally Treated and Concluded for the Security of Great Britain, 
what fatal Conſequences did happen to her Majeſty's Kingdoms, and 
what Advantages accrued to the common Enemy, ſeems to deſerve the 
EEE e ITO, 

Before we leave theſe Propoſitions it muſt be obſerv'd, that here, in 
thevery Infancy of the Negotiation; the Trade of the World, and the 
entire Spaniſh Monarchy, which had coſt ſo many Millions, and the 
Effuſion of ſo much Blood, without being once inſiſted upon, contrary 
to the repeated Addreſſes of ſeveral Parliaments, and the declar'd Senſe 
of the Queen, are given up by the Enzliſþ Miniſtry to the Houſe of 
Bourbon, for Verbal Aſſurances that the Crowns of France and Spain 
ſhall never be United; and that this was done ſo early, will be Neceflary 
to be rememberd in the further Progreſs oftheſe Tranſactions. 
There is no Account given of any Correſpondence with Mr. Prior 
during this his Stay in France, nor does the certain time of his Con- 
tinuance there appear. Upon his Arrival in France, Monſieur de Torcy 
in his Letter of the zd of Auguſt, 1711. N. S. tells Mr. St. John, He 
*faw with great Pleaſure Mr. Prior return after an interval of ſo many 
© Years; that he could have wiſh'd, he had had greater Liberty to em- 


o 


* ploy thoſe Talents which he was perſuaded he could have made a good 


* Uſe of, but he hopes Monſieur Meſnager. will. ſupply what he could 


© not do. Upon his Return he was attended by Monſ. Meſnager, a 


Miniſter of France, Veſted with full Powers in due Form, and dated 
Anguſt 3. 1711, to Treat, Negotiate, Conclude, and Sign with ſuch 
Miniſters, as ſhould be authoriz'd in due Form, not by Britain only, but 
any of the Princes or Eſtates then in actual War with France. 

That Monſ. Meſnager, upon his Arrival here, frequently conferr'd 
with the Queen's Miniſters, appears by many Inſtances; but the ſub- 
jet Matter of theſe Conferences, the Times, Places, and particular 
Perſons with whom he Treated or by what Authority, the Committee 
find no Account of, till the 2oth of September, 1711. LS?

Wer ſuch a Sacrifice made of the general Intereſt of Europe, ſuch a 
direct Violation of the Grand Alliance, and ſuch unwarrantable and 
Illegal Steps taken in tranſacting and concluding theſe Special Prelimi- 
niaries between England and France, it had been but reaſonable to ex- 
pett in them ſome very particular Advantages and Conceflions made to 
Great Britain to attone for ſuch unprecedented Tranſactions; but it is 
aſtoniſhing to find how inſignificant all the Demands are, that were 
Made on the Part of Great Britain; and, inconſiderable as they were, 
how ineffectual they have ſince been rendered.

The Biſhop of Briſtol ſays indeed of it, in his Letter of the 17th of 
Auguſt, 1712. That it was granted by the French with a Deſign either to 
inflame things between us and the Dutch, or to give the French a pre- 
tence to ſtipulate for themſelves ſuch particular Advantages in the

2 0 
But Lord Strafford had before given Mr. St. John an account of his 
Opinion in his Letter of the 25th of March; wherein he ſays, I can't

The French Miniſters ſtill perſiſt in their Refuſal, upon which the 
States came to a Reſolution at the Hague, not to treat unleſs an anſwer 
was given in writing. l | 
However the French continue obſtinate. Lord Strafford ſends an 
Account that a Reſolution was taken at the Hague to carry Things to 
an Extremity ; upon which Occaſion Mr. St. John 1 himſelf in 
this manner, April 5, 1712, That he hopes the Reſolution taken at 
© the Hague to carry things to an Extremity, was the laſt convulſive 
Pang of an expiring Faction; and yet this Reſolution' was no more 
than to inſiſt on a Demand, in which all the Allies were unanimous, 
and in which the Brirzh Plenipotentiaries had themſelves concurr'd. 
But what made the French thus perſiſt in the Reſolution of giving no 
Anſwer in writing, is accounted for in Lord Strafford's Letter of the

Our Plenipotentiaries accept this Plan as a Mark of the great Con- 2 
fidence France had in them; and readily engage that the Allies ſhould .

The Summary then of this whole Proceeding at Utrecht in one ſhort 
View appears to be this; a Congreſs for general Conferences was ne- 
ceſſary to be open'd, that the Allies might ia Appearance, agreeable 
to the Grand Alliance, have the Opportunity of treating and adjuſting 
their ſeyeral Pretentions” i 

Our Miniſters were by their Inſtructions to act in Concert with the 
Allies; but they really acted in Concert with the French Plenipoten- 
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The Allies giving in their Specifick Demands was not to be avoided; 
but the French were to gain as much time as they 'poſlibly. could, by 
unneceſſary Delays; and at laſt inſiſt upon ſuch a Method of auitwer- 
ing their Demands, as they knew the Allies could not comply with. 
In the mean time the Negotiations were carrying on directly between 
England and France, or rather all the Conditions dictated and pre- 
ſcrib'd by France, whilſt the Allies were amus d with a Diſpute about 
the method of anſwering, from which France would not, and they 
could not poſſibly depart ; in which  Exgland agreed with the reſt of 
the Allies. All Particulars that concern'd even the lutereſt of the 
Allies were tranſacted betwixt the Miniſters of England and trance 
under the higheſt Obligations of Secrecy : The Dich are preis'd to 
come into the Queen's Meaſures, . without being acqualated what the 
Queen's Meaſures, were; and becauſe they would not conſent to they 
knew not what, as ſoon as it was reſolved to ſend Orders to the 
Duke of Ormonde not to engage in either Siege or Battle, and the 
great Projects were ready to be executed on the other fide of the 
Water; the Queen declares fhe looks upon her ſelf now from their 
Conduct, to be under no Obligation whatſoever to the States Gene-

During theſe Negotiations at Utrecht, and the Diſputes: that had 
been induſtriouſly Tais'd and kept on foot; the two great Points ß 
the Renunciation of the Spaniſh Monarchy, and of the Ceſſation of 
Arms, had been upon the Anvil. 8 eee ee 
The firſt mention that is made of the Renunciation in order to be 
treated of, is found in a Memorial dated March the 28th, 1712, inti- 
taled The Anſwer-to the Memorial brought by Mr. Gaultier the 23d of © 
March, 1711-12; this Memorial which was received in Fraxce the 234 
of March is ſuppreſs'd, but the Contents of it may in great meaſure 
be collected from the Anſwer that was given to it. Thus much ap- 
pears certain, that as the general Propoſal that the Crowns of France 
and Spain ſhould never be united aroſe firſt from England, and was 
made an Article in the private Propoſitions ſent over by Mr. Prior; 
ſo from that time to this, the method of preventing that Union 
does not appear to have been once mention'd. The Senſe of France 
and Spain upon that important Article was not known, nor ſo much 
as ask' d; altho' in every ſtep France had given plain Indications, 
that the Crown of Spain was to remain to King Philip; and the

7 portance as deferves the greateſt Attention; that it may be ſeen in 
its true Light, the Committee have annex d the Extract of the An- 
= fwer to the faid Memorial and the ſeveral Letters that paſs d betwixt 
Monſ. ze Torcy and Mr. Sc. Fol upon the Subject, No. (50 ©, 
An this Memorial Monſieur de Tore) declares in the ſtrongeſt Terms; 
That the Renunciation defired would be null and invalid by the fun- 
© damental Laws of France, according to whieh Laws the moſt near 
Prince to the Crown is of neceſſity the Heir thereto; tis an Inhe- 
© ritance-that he receives neither from the King his Predeceſſor, nor

turns with theſe Marks of Confidence, you will ſee our Parliament as

Such Explications as the King of France thought fit to make, are con- 
tain'd in the Anſwer to the Memorial brought by Monſieur Gualtier, 
November 18, 1711, inſerted in the Appendix. Upon which Her Ma- 
jeſty, at the opening of that Seſſion, in laying before the Parliament 
the State of the Treaty then on Foot, according to the Advice and Re- 
preſentation made to Her by Her Miniſters, ſaid, That Notwithſtanding 
the Arts of thoſe who Delight in War, both Place and Time are appointed for 
opening'rhe Treaty of -a General Peace.

At this latter Meeting Count Sinzendorff inſiſted with 
great Earneſtneſs, that each Ally ſhould in their ſeveral Demands make 
| expreſs Mention of, and inſiſt upou the Reſtitution of the whole Monar- 
chy of Hain, that having been the great Object of the War; the Miniſter 
of Portugal join'd in this Requiſition: After a long Silence, Count Sin- 
zendorff preſs'd Us and the Dutch to explain Our ſelves: We faid, Her 
Majeſty had thought it moſt proper each Ally ſhould make their own 
Demands, and a general Clauſe to ſupport each other in obtaining a 
juſt and reaſonable <ztisfation was ſuſſicient, eſpecially ſince the Words

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The Dutch being again preſs'd in like manner, retir'd; and after a 
long Debate among themſelves, being return'd, ſpoke to the ſame Pur- 
poſe ; We had done, adding that Spain and the Indies ought to be de- 
manded by thoſe it immediately concern'd ; and Mr. Buys reafon'd ver 
much at large, that the Method we had put Things in, could not ſuffer 
ũĩt to be otherwiſe.

tal Day to the Grand Alliance, &c. Here we thought this Diſpute had |

Upon this we immediately - went to the Conference with the French, 
to deliver our feveral Demands : While we were there, we conſidered 
the diſadvantageous Conſequences of being the only Miniſters that did 
not make any Mention at all of Spain and the Indies, even at our Con- 
ferences among ourſelves, and thought it might be proper to ſay ſome 
thing to take off that Odium; wherefore, being return'd tothe Appart- 
ment of the Allies, Lord Privy Seal ſaid, We are unwilling to ſpeak 
more than we had done, till after we had given in our Demandsto France, 
becauſe wecould not ſee but the mentioning any one ſpecially in our De- 
mands, would naturally have drawn on the mention of more ; but at 
prefent, to give the Satisfaction ſo earneſtiy deſir'd, we own'd, that as 
her Majeſty inſiſts for a juſt and reaſonable Satisfaction for all her Allies 
in conformity to her Alliances, thoſe Alliances that may concern Spain 
and the Indies, are underſtood thereby as others that concern the Inte- 
reſts of the reſt of the Allies.

TEE laſt Arcticle of the Memorial certainly requires much Diſcuſſion;

of their being eaſily executed. 

France can never conſent to become a Province of Spain, and Spain will 
likewiſe think the ſame in reſpect to France; it is therefore our Buſineſs 
to take ſolid Meaſures to hinder the Union of the Two Monarchies; 


but we ſhould abſolutely depart from the End propoſed, and ſhould fall 


into infinite Misfortunes, worſe, if it be poſſible, than what we would un- 
animouſly avoid, if we act contrary to the fundamental Laws of the 
Kingdom. | | | 
According to theſe Laws, the moſt near Prince to the Crown is of ne- 
ceſſity the, Heir thereto ; tis an Inheritance that he receives neither from 


the King his Predeceſſor, nor from the People, but from the Benefit of 


the Law ; So that when one King dies, the other ſucceeds him forth- 


with, without asking the Conſent of any Perſon whatſoever. He ſucceeds 


not as Heir, but as the Maſter of the Kingdom, the Signory whereof 


belongs unto him, not by Choice, but by Right of Birth only. 


Heis not beholden for his Crown, either to the Will of his Predeceſ- 


ſor, or to any Edict, nor to any Decree, nor to the Liberality of any 
Perſon, but to the Law.

The Expedient that Mr. Gaultier has been inſtructed to propoſe, is the 
only one which ſeems to the Queen capable of giving the leaſt Hope of

Preven- 
tion, in accompliſhing the great Work of the Peace, the Conditions 
whereof will ſoon be ſettled to the common Satisfaction, provided we 
agree on the Means to prevent the Union of the TWO Monarchies of 
France and Spain. You fee, Sir, t am ſtill of the fame Opinion

oerning the Union of the two Monarchies, is of that Nature and Impor- 
tance, that the leaſt falſe Step in it cannot but prove fatal; and all the 
Advantages that could poſſibly be ſtipulated, would be paid for too dearly, 
in accepting of an Expedient too weak to obviate fo real a Danger. 


I muſt confeſs, Sir, that ſecond Notions prove better than the firſt; 


and that they clear up many Difficulties, at the ſame time that they diſ- 
ſipate moſt of our Apprehenſions. To avoid all uivocation, and to pre- 
vent the leaſt Miſunderſtanding on ſo nice a Subject, you'll give me leave 
to explain in what Senſe Her Majeſty takes the Words you make uſe of, 
and the Scheme you offer by the King's Order. Vou propoſe then, that 
the Prince, who at preſent Reigns in Spain, ſhall not wait, according to

certain that ſuch a Choice will be made? All the Powers, you'll ſay, 


will be Guarantees of that Convention. Such a Guaranty indeed may 
form a Grand Alliance, to wage War againſt the Prince who will offer 
to break the Conditions of the Treaty; but to ſeek the Means rather 
to prevent than ſupport new Wars. Hts 
Pinally, Sir, muſt not one confeſs that there appears no Expedient 
effectually able to ſecure Europe from the Dangers wherewith it is threat- 
en'd, by the Union of the Two Monarchies, unleſs the Prince, who at 
preſent is in Poſſeſſion of Spain, makes his Choice at this very Inſtant ; 
and unleſs, according to that Choice, the Order of the two Suceeſſions 
be ſettled in the General Treaty of Peace? e mn 
Her Majeſty remarks with very great Pleaſure, that this Plan does not 
much differ from that which his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty. has caus'd to be 
' communicated to Her. Let us, in the firſt place, argue, if you. pleaſe, 


on the Suppoſition, that the above-mention'd Prince will chuſe the Crown 


of his Anceſtors preferable to that of Spain. 1 
There is in Nature but one Caſe alone, that may happen to render 
our Propoſal leſs advantageous to him than yours. 1 
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Pardon me, Sir, if I make two Suppoſitions, very diſagreeable; but 
neceſſary, for the better underſtanding the-Queſtion we are examining. 
If the young Dauphin ſhou'd chance to die, the Prince we are talking of 
would be immediate Succeſſor of the Crown of France; in this Caſe then 
he can loſe nothing in chuſing the Crow n of France now aforehand.. 
His molt Chriſtian Maieſty (whom God preſerve for many Years )hap- 
pening to die, the ſame Prince would be preſumptive: Heir of the Crown 
of France. In this Cafe how ſhould he be a Loſer, in making his Choice 
as the Queen deſires? Can it be ſaid he runs the Hazard: to quit Spain, 
withour gaining France ? You ſee, Sir, he would be expos'd to the fame 
Inconvemency by your own Scheme. From all that I have ſaid, the

Theſe Letters are arriv'd 
this Morning, and at the ſame time your Courier put into my Hands that 
which you did me the Honour to write to me the 27th of this Month. 


The Farticulars which the Duke of Ormonde gives of what has paſs'd, 


are entirely conformable to what you obſerv'd to me; and I have not 
Hibd reading all the Diſpatches to the Queen. Her Majeſty, Sir, com- 


mands me to tell you, that tis with the moſt ſenſible Diſpleaſure ſhe ſees 
chat the Enemies to Peace find till the means to retard its Concluſion, 
in expoſing the Negociation (which muſt lead us to it) to new Diffi- 


culties and new Dangers. But as her Majeſty has taken a firm and im- 
moveable Reſolution, not to give way in any manner to the Obſtacles 
which ſhall be ra iſed, and on the contrary, to continuc to labour jointly

Had that Plan related only to your Majeſty's Intereſts and ours, we 
ſhould perhaps have been in the wrong not to have forthwith come into 
it, tho even in that Caſe the Affair would not have been without its 
Difficulties, ſince the leaſt Notice of it which ſhould have come to the 
Enemy muſt have been very prejudicial : But as the Plan in queſtion 
concern'd the Intereft of all the Allies, and almoſt all Europe, we had 
very ſtrong Apprehenſions, that as the particular Negotiations betwixt 
your Majeſty's Miniſters and thoſe of France, and the Readineſs with 
which we conſented to the Congreſs at Utrecht, and to the giving of 
Paſſports to the Enemy*s Miniſters, had already occaſion'd abundance 
of Suſpicions and much Uneaſineſs to MIS Imperial Majeſty, andthe o- 
ther Allies; we ſay, we apprehend that his Imperial Majeſty and the 
other Allies coming to know (which would have been very difficult to 
conceal from them) the Concert betwixt your Majeſty's Miniſters and 
ours for a Plan of Peace, and that before the Miniſters of Fanre had gi- 
ven'a ſpecifick Anſwer to the Demands of the Allies, their Suſpicions 
and Uneaſineſs would have increas'd, and that way of . proceeding 


might have given them Ground to entertain prejudicial Thoughts, as 


if it had been the Intention of your Majeſty and us to abandon the 
Grand Alliance and the common Cauſe, or at leaſt that we alone took 
upon us to determine the Fate of all the other Allies, by which his 
Imperial Majeſty and the other Confederates might have been puſt'd 
on to ſeparate-meaſures, and to take ſuch Steps as would be no ways 


agreeable to your Majeſty's Intereſt nor ours. 


We thought theſe Reaſons ſtrong enough to juſtify our Condutt to 


your Majeſty on this Head, and if we did not enter with all the rea- 


dinefs which you might have wiſh'd for into the Concert propos'd, we 

hope that at moſt your Majeſty will look upon our Backwardneſs only 

as an Exceſs of Prudence or of Scruple, and not in the leaſt as 'a want 

of Confidence in your Majeſty, while the Allies might have conſider'd 

it as a departing from the Treaties, and particulayy from the * 
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Article of the Grand Alliance; we alſo, hope that your Majeſty (for 
the Reaſons here alledg'd) will lay aſide thoſe hard Thoughts of us, 
as if we had not anſwer'd as we ought the Advances which your Ma- 
jeſty made towards us, and that we would not a& in Concert with your 
Miniſters upon the Subject of the Peace. But Madam, tho? your Ma- 
jeſty ſhould not acquieſce in our Reaſons (of which however we cannot 
doubt) we pray your Majeſty to conſider whether that be ſufficient for 
your Majeſty to think that you are Diſengag'd from alF Obligations 
with reſpect to us. 5 | 
Had we acted againſt and contraven'd the Engagements and Trea- 
ties which we had the Honor to conclude with your Majeſty, we might 
have expected from your Goodneſs and -Juſtice that you would have 
repreſented thoſe Contraventions to us, and not have look'd upon 
your ſelf to be diſengag'd, till ſuch time as we had refus'd to give 
all neceſſary Redreſs; but as we did no ways engage to enter with 
your Majeſty into a Concert to draw up a Plan of Peace without 
the Participation of the other Members of the Grand Alliance, the 
Backwardneſs we had ſhewn upon that Head cannot be look'd up- 
on as a Contravention of our Engagements, and therefore cannot 
ſerve to diſengage. your Majeſty from yours, with reſpe& to us, 
ſince we are verlly perſuaded that we have fully anſwer'd all our 
Treaties, and all our Alliances, both with your Majeſty and with 
the High Allies in general, and that we had done more in this pre- 
ſent War than could in Juſtice and Equity have been expected from 
us; all the Difference betwixt your Majeſty and us in this Point is 
no more, if rightly conſidered, than a Diſparity of Sentiments. 
In Truth, Madam, if for ſuch a Cauſe betwixt Potentates allied 
and united together by the ſtrongeſt a ſtricteſt Ties of Alliance, 
Intereſt and Religion, any one of thoſe Potentates could quit all 
their Engagements, and diſengage themſelves from all their Obli- 
gations, there's no Tie ſo ſtrong which may not be broke at any 
time, and we know of no Engagements that could be relied on in 
Time to come. 5 
We aſſure our ſelves that, when your Majeſty conſiders the Con- 
ſequences, you will not perſiſt in the Declaration which the Biſhop 
of Briſtol has made, we beſeech you with all the Reſpect, and all 
the Earneſtneſs of which we are capable, that you would not; and 
alſo that you would be pleas'd to revoke the Order given to the 
Duke of Ormonde, ifit be not revok'd already, and that you would-

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Wee alfo requeſt you, Madam, to communicate to us the Reſult of 
the Conferences betwixt your Miniſters and thoſe of the Enemy, or at 
leaſt your Thoughts upon the Peace, and we will endeavour to give 
your Majeſty all imaginable Proofs of our Deference for your Senti- 
ments, and of our ſincere Deſire to preſerve your valuable Friend- 
ſhip as much as we can, without acting contrary to the Faith of the 
Engagements into which we have enter'd by Treaties and Alliances 
with your Majeſty and other Potentates. | 5 put 
We are firmly perſuaded, that it is not your Majeſty's Intention 
in any manner to break them, ſince you have always been of the ſame 
Opinion with us and the other Allies, that a good Union betwixt the 
Allies, not only during the preſent War, but alſo after the Peace 
ſhall be concluded, is, and always will be the moſt ſolid, and even 
the only Method to preſerye the Liberty and Independency of all 
together, and of every one in, particular, againſt the great Power of 
France. | 
We expect alſo, that after having given ſuch great and ſignal 
Proofs of your Wiſdom, of your Firmneſs, and of your Zeal for the 
Support of the common Cauſe, your Majeſty will not now take ſuch 
Reſolutions as may be prejudicial to vs and the other Allies, but that, 
in orderto obtain an honourable, ſure, and general Peace,you will purſue 
the ſame Methods and keep to the ſame Maxims which you formerly 
held, and which Almighty God hath bleſs'd in ſo remarkable a man- 
ner by Victories and great Events, which will render the Glory of 
your Majeſty's Reign immortal.

Windſor, November 14th, 1712. 

Nonſieur, My Brother, 
Have receiv'd with a very ſincere Pleaſure the agreeable Letter 
which Mr. Prior brought Me from You. As Your Conſumate Wiſ⸗ 
dom hath taken the Reſolution that is moſt proper to fix the Terms of 
the Peace, You'll be perſuaded, that Iwill not on my Patt loſe a Mo- 
ment to haſten the Concluſion of it. I aſſure You, that the great Fa- 
cility that 'You are willing to lend towards it out of a Regard to Me, 
ſhall be made no other Uſe of, than to'be.employ'd without any dela 
to Re- eſtabliſn the publick Tranquillity, according tothe Wiſhes of Us 
both. By the Orders that IL give to My Miniſters at VDererbt, it will 
appear that 1 do all that is in My Power at the preſent Conjuncture, in 
Favour of a Prince whoſe Inter eꝶ ie fapported by your Generofity. 

I don't at all doubt, but he himſelf is fully. convinc'd of it, and that 
all the World agrees in it; I again Repeat, Monſiaur, My Brother,
